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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Klug (US 
Patent 5,161,580). 

Klug discloses a cable routing system formed by a base element 49 with a planar top 
surface, an opposite facing bottom surface, the base element including first and second 
ends and first and second sides, the ends and the sides forming a perimeter of the base 
element, each of the sides having a continuous cross-section along the length of each 
side, a plurality of mating elements from a group consisting of upstanding wall elements 
58 and side exit elements 48 releasably joined to the base element, see figure 2. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1 , 2 and 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Klug. 
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With regards to claims 1 and 5, Klug discloses a cable routing system formed by a base 
element 49 with a planar top surface, an opposite facing bottom surface, the base 
element including first and second ends and first and second sides, the ends and the 
sides forming a perimeter of the base element, each of the sides having a continuous 
cross-section along the length of each side, a plurality of mating elements from a group 
consisting of upstanding wall elements 58 and side exit elements 48 releasably joined to 
the base element, see figures 1 and 2. Although Klug does not disclose the base 
element mounted at a vertical height above a telecommunications bay, however it is 
within the general knowledge of one of ordinary skill in the art to appropriately mount the 
base element. Furthermore the location of the base element is an obvious matter of 
design choice depending on the particular application. Therefore it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made, to have 
mounted the base element of Klug at a vertical height above a telecommunications bay 
as is within the general knowledge of one of ordinary skill in the art. Applicant should 
note that it is inherent that a plurality of the base and side elements will be necessary to 
complete the routing system. 

For claims 2, 4 and 6, see column 1 , lines 16-30. Applicant should note that the

particular side elements will depend on the particular application and their choice is well 
within the general knowledge of one of ordinary skill in the art.
